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order of their presentation to said treasurers, from 
the funds upon which they have been respectively 
drawn ; and in the event of any insufficiency of such 
funds from the general fund belonging to the town 
by which any such order shall have been issued, 
and upon the date of any such payment, shall make 
a proper like entry thereof to the bebit of such bounty 
fund. 

&Term 4. All orders issued under the provisions5, 10..w ird•r° Pe7. 
of this act, shall be made payable to the order of the 
volunteer or veteran to whom the same shall have been 
due, or to the order of his legal representative. 

SECTION 5. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

is hereby vacated.
